INSECTICIDES  AND  FUNGICIDES 


Insecticides  may  be  grouped  into  two  classes:  First,  those  for  such  insects  as  aphis,  scale,  red  spider, 

white  fly,  thrip,  mealy  bug,  etc.  These  insects  damage  the  plant  by  sucking  the  juice,  and  to  combat  this 
group  it  is  necessary  to  apply  a spray  which  corrodes  their  bodies  or  stops  their  breathing-pores.  Sprays 
of  this  class  must  be  applied  so  that  the  spray  will  hit  the  insect,  as  it  is  more  effective  in  this  way. 
Another  method  is  to  use  some  form  of  fumigating  material  and  suffocate  them.
